WOMEN'S SUPFRAGE IN. 
: BERLIN, ° 


Systematic preparations are be- 
ing made in Berlin for the recep- 
tion‘of the General Mecting of the 
International League for Women’s 
Suffrage which will be held there 
in June, ‘The preparations , are 
being made externally and in- 
ternally—a reception organization 
is being set on foot and at the 
‘same time efforts are being mada 
‘to influence the general feeling In 
favour of the forelyn guests and 
of'the ideas which they bring with 
them. : ; : 


It is obvious that the ideas and 
fiélds of activity wwhich — the In- 
‘ternational Leagie for Women's 
Suffrage advocates could -be sub- 
stantially promoted 
the country which has so far sent 
the largest number of s»vomen 
delegates to her parliaments out of 
the forty-five nationa which belong 
tothe Internationa] League. There 
are already many others, besides 
.Germany, among them awho have 
introduced women’s suffrage, in 
part indeed at a much earlier date, 


The national women's leagues In 
all those States in which the battlo 
for female suffrage has nlrendy 
heen won, are, notwithstanding 
this, still in existence and call 
themselves “The League of Women 
Vote .“The Women Citizens’ 
Union," “The Union ‘for Female 
Citizenship” ete. They ender vour 
lo represent women's interests 
impartially {n, face of the Jegisla- 
ture and to educate the women 
outside the purties for their new 
responsibilities as citizens, Thus 
.at such an International congress 
the experience of ‘those countries 
in which women members of 
parliament are already at work 
is brought into connexion with 
the efforts of those where the 
fight for, the right to vate is still 
in progress. This is na yery 
fritid connexion, For, whether 
the women have the — right 
to vole or not, they are interest- 
ed in every case in laws whigh 
regulate their) walk in life 
and, their work «while the general 
consultation about ‘questions of 
family rights, the protection of 
the Working women, her positton 
in communal administration and 
Iu'that of justice and other 
subjects is of benefit to - the 
women who already collaborate 
in the legislation as well as those 
Who are thereby given an oppor- 
tunity of learning from their 
more experienced sisters. how 
these interests can be realized 
by legislation, ° 


Towards Pence, 


It is hardly necvssary to atite 
expressly that, one of ‘the ‘chief 
eaims of all international women’s 
work. is an international under- 
standing and the promotion of 
peace, In the — Internationa 
‘League for Women's Suffrage, 
which ‘in general lso . includes. 
the politically advaneed ‘ women 
of the diferent, countries, this 
aim haa always deen kept in the 
foreground, it may: almost be 
said as an cssential part of its 
programme. Its former inportant 
leader, Mrs, Chanman Catt, 
devoted her life particularly to the 
furtherance of peace not,only dur- 
Ing her term of office but also after 
her retirement and the pesent 
thairwoman Mra, Corbett Ashby, 
conducts the Lengue in absolutely 
thé same sptrit, : 


_The Berlin Congress: will 
culminate jn a demonstration: in 
favour of peace. In addition to 
this committees and meetings of 
delegates will deal with individpal 
questions of international women’s 
work, which are to the fore for the 
moment, such as’ the question of 
natiqnality of .a woman who 
marries a foreigner the question 
of the Internationa! protection of 
female workers ,the prevention of 
child marriages, the rising of the 
age of consent for girls, ete.
